So they all went and stayed 
until a late hour Sunday, return- 
ing all through the night until away 
dip into the day Monday, looking 
tired and sleepy. TomClark brought 
up the rear with a bandaged head. 
Tom had tried to cut Joe Long- 
street and Joe brought Tom down 
with a ground biscuit, causing him 
to imitate a dead man for some 
lime. Joe turned the bottoms of 
his feet to the camp ground in 
haste. No other very serious trou-
